The U N. Security Council today 
took time out from its Suez Canal 
debate to let user countries con­ 
sult on Egypt’s new plan for run­ 
ning the waterway.

a try and six anxious to replace 
it with an* international agree­ 
ment. 
For it were Iraq and the Soviet 
Union. For giving it a try were 
Nationalist China, the Philippine! 
and the United States. 
For replacing it were Australia. 
Britain, Colombia, Cuba, France 
and Sweden. 
One common criticism was that 
the declaration did not provide for 
‘’organized cooperation” between 
Egypt and the users. Another was 
that Egypt could revoke it without 
getting anybody else’s permission. 
Sir Pierson Dixon 
of 
Britain, 
Council president, noted “a gen­ 
eral 
feeling 
that 
the 
Egyptian 
declaration cannot be regarded as 
a final settlement.”

Home Garden Vegetable Suggestions 


COLUMBUS — Home gardeners tional Pickling, Ohio MR 17, Pack- 
have the choice af hundreds of dif-' 
ferent vegetable varieties for plant­ 
ing in Ohio, says E .C. Wittneyer, 
Ohio State University exte n s i o n 
horticulturist. 
Many of these are strains of 
varieties that have been available 
for a long time, but individual seed 
companies have made their spec­ 
ial selections.• 
Past experience is important in 
selecting varieties, Wittmeyer ex­ 
plains, especially if gardener has 
been trying different varieties and 
hybrids for several years. Environ­ 
mental and soil conditions in dif­ 
ferent areas affect the way a cer­ 
tain variety performs in 'different 
parts of state. 
The gardener also should con­ 
sider the intended use when choos­ 
ing varieties. Some varieties are 
more suitable for freezing than 
others. Many varieties that are 
suitable for use in fresh form also 
are suitable for canning but may 
be unsuitable for freezing accord­ 
ing to the horticulturist. 
Ohio county agents have lists con­ 
taining names of many vegetable 
varieties for the home garden.

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Mulching Gives 
Big Boost to 
Orchard Yields 


WOOSTER: Conserving moisture 
in the orchard will help growers 
get higner yields and bigger fruits. 
Reason is that most fresh ripe 
fruit contains about 85 per cent 
water. 
Mulching provides best meth­ 
od of insuring an adequate sup­ 
ply of moisture. Irrigation may 
be used where there is a ready 
source of water, but most Ohio 
orchards lack a supply in. suffi­ 
cient quantity. 
Tests at the Ohio Experiment 
station show that mulch should be 
applied early in the year to be 
most effective, according to C. W. 
Ellen wood, horticulturist. 
Two or 300 pounds 
of straw­ 
like material for each mature tree 
with a spread of 20-25 feet will be 
enough to start, "o maintain the 
mulch add. 1.00 pounds every year. 
• • • 
STRAW, 
waste hay, 
sawdust, 
corn cobs and apple pomace all 
are useful for mulching fruit trees. 
Ellenwood advises adding a little 
extra 
mitrogen when mulch is 
first applied. After mulch is es­ 
tablished, apply normal quantities. 
Clipping the orchard early in 
June and at short intervals dur­ 
ing the growing season will, re­ 
duce the 
competition between 
growth of the orchard cover and 
the growing fruit. 
A low cost way 
of 
obtaining 
middling material is to apply ex­ 
tra fertilizer in the 'tree rows. This 
produces additional growth of or­ 
chard cover and the first clippings 
can be used around the trees and 
later clippings left where they fall.

Pigs Sneezing? 
May Indicate 
Costly Rhinitis 


Sneezing and sniffling in p i g s 
may appear to be relatively harm­ 
less, but all too often they m a y 
indicate the early stage of a costly 
disease, atrophic rhinitis, according 
to a warning today from the Amer­ 
ican Foundation for Animal Health. 
This disease has been a wide­ 
spread problem in the Unit e d 
States since 1944, and has spread 
quite rapidly despite rep e a t e d 
warnings from veterinary medi­ 
cal authorities. It is marked by 
a. wasting away of the hones in­ 
side the nasal passages. 
The productivity of sows with this 
disease does not seem to be affect­ 
ed, but there is a slowdown .in. the 
growth rate of affected, pigs after 
weaning. It does not kill many of 
the affected animals; in fact, there 
may be no outward indicat i o n s 
t h a t the animals are diseased. 
In. some cases, however, the pigs 
may show a. peculiar dished in 
face, or crooked noses, and signs 
of this nature call for prompt di­ 
agnosis by a veterinarian to make 
sure whether rhinitis has actually 
attacked the herd, 
• • • 
ONCE A HERD has b e c o m e 
infected with this disease it appar­ 
ently never clears up natura 11 y, 
even though, the number of pigs 
affected seems to vary great 1 y 
from one year to the next. 
Eliminating the disease calls for 
drastic action, according to t h e 
Foundation... Badly infect e d herds 
should be disposed of and t h e 
premises 
kept vacant for 
s i x 
months. During this time the quar 
ters s h o u l d be subject e d to a 
thorough cleaning and then t h e 
producer may re-enter the swi n, e 
business with reasonable safe t y, 
obtaining animals from disea s e- 
free herds. 


NewCucumber 
Developed by 
Plant Breeders 


WOOSTER — A new mosa i c- 
tolerant slicer type cucumber has 
been developed by plant breeders 
at the Ohio Agricultural Experi­ 
ment Station. 
, 
Known as Ohio MR-200, the cu­ 
cumber has a good green color 
and a, blunt end. shape which 
makes it ideal for slicing. 11 s 
outstanding feature is its ability 
to maintain normal vine growth 
and fruit appearance where cu­ 
cumber mosaic is present. 
Mosaic is a viras disease t h, a t 
stunts vines and distorts fruit. It 
has been one of the greatest haz­ 
ards in Ohio cucumber production 
for many years. 
* * • 
COOPERATIN'G In. the breeding 
program with the Ohio station was 
the H. J. Heinz Co. at Bowl i n g 
Green, Ohio. 
Previously the Ohio station had 
introduced two pickling type cu­ 
cumbers known as Ohio Mr-7 and 
MR-25, also mosaic-resistant. In­ 
troducing this quality into a slicing 
cucumber has been much more dif­ 
ficult, states J. D. Wilson, plant 
pathologist. 
The new cucumber was develop­ 
ed after several years of crossing 
such old time varieties as Chi­ 
nese Long, Tokyo Long G r e e n, 
White .Spine, Straight Eight and 
many others. 
In comparative tests with two of 
the most popular slicer varieties— 
Burpee Hybrid and Marketer — 
Ohio MR-200 was much more re­ 
sistant to mosaic than Market e r 
and slightly more so than Burpee 
Hybrid. Wilson conducted t h e s e 
tests last year at Bowling Green 
and Wooster. • * m 
OHIO MR-200 is slightly earlier 
than Marketer, although it will not 
yield quite as well in the absence 
of mosaic. It yields better t h a n 
m arketer if mosaic is present. 
Color is better than Burpee Hy­ 
brid; its ideal slicing shape is eq­ 
ual to either of the other varieties. 
Wilson recommends Ohio MR-200 
wherever mosaic commonly oc­ 
curs. Seed is not generally avail­ 
able this year, but should be in 
plentiful supply for 1958.

Somerset,—Perle and Ralph Al­ 
len, Route 2,

planted about 200,000 trees on their 
farm sine* 1940. 'These trees are 
for reforestation an Christmas tree 
sales. 
The 270-acre farm the Allens 
own was a beef cattle enterprise 
but now is converted to tree farm ­ 
ing entirely. The trees have been, 
planted by hand and with a home­ 
made tree planting outfit. 
The Allens shear their Christmas 
trees for about three years before 
they are sold. Most of the trees are 
sold, on the farm. 
A good quantity of the trees 
planted each year by the Allens 
are grown in their own seedbeds. 
The Allens belong to the Ohio 
Christmas Tree: Growers Council, 
which gives 'them help in. producing 
and marketing their trees. 
Perle Allen has been a cooperator 
of the Perry Soil Conservation 
District since 1949, according to 
George Schmelzre, soil 'Conserva­ 
tionist. 


Rear Lighting 
Urged for 
Farm Machines 


Farm ers driving or towing equip­ 
ment on the highway after dark 
should be sure it is 
adequately 
lighted at the rear, advises W, E. 
Stuckey, Ohio State University ex­ 
tension safety specialist. 
Stuckey urges farmers to equip 
their farm machines with reflec­ 
tive tape in addition to the reg­ 
ular lighting; provided by equip­ 
ment manufacturers. The reflec­ 
tive tape is not a substitute for 
a red light, Stuckey points out. 
State law requires equipment to 
have a .red light on the rear that 
can 'he1 seen SM feet. 
Many serious and sometimes fa­ 
tal accidents occur when fast-mov­ 
ing trucks or automobiles crash in­ 
to1 'the rear of slow-moving tractors 
or towed equipment, according to 
the National Safety 
Council. 
In 
these a c c idents, the unprotected 


driver of the tractor almost invar­ 
iably is seriously injured or killed,., 
* * • 
THE AUTOMOBILE or truck dri­ 
ver does not often escape injury 
either. Reflective materials on the 
rear of the equipment can prevent 
many of these xagedies, 
The farm division of the Na­ 
tional Safety Council is promoting 
a reflective 
lighting 
program 
aimed at e q u i p ping with re­ 
flective m,ateríais un.lighted! equip­ 
ment on farms. 
The “ Lite-Farm-E q u i p m ent” 
safety project is s p o nsored by 
state farm safety committees with 
the cooperation of 4-H clubs, Fu­ 
ture Farm ers of America, chap­ 
ters and other rural youth organi­ 
zations. 
Stuckey urges farm ers to coop­ 
erate with safety committees and 
youth organiza.lions in this cam­ 
paign to promote rural 
highway 
safety throughout the state.

Springtime, with its fresh, clean 
air, is now quite different from 
the early days in Fayette County 
when nearly every farm er was en­ 
gaged In clearing more and more 
land, extending the little patch 
about his primitive log cabin to 
'the depths of 'the surrounding for­ 
est. 
Springtime 
was 
usually 
the 
time when the accumulated tree 
tranks and branches, from the 
winter’s work, were disposed of 
by burning, and as a result the 
atmosphere for week» would be 
filled with blue, acrid smoke. 
Not only was the brush and the 
limbs of trees burned but entire 
tree trunks, whether the trees were 
walnut, hickory, massive oak, ash, 
cherry or any other kind—all went 
into the great log heaps and were 
destroyed to clear the ground. 
In many instances neighbors got 
together for 
“log 
rollings’’, 
in 
which horses, men, chains and 
canthooks were used to roll the logs 
together so they could be burned. 
In this way countless millions of 
feet of choice 
hardwood 
timber 
was burned because at that time 
it was regarded as worthless, and 
all the new land owners thought of 
was clear the ground, so they could 
grow corn and wheat and raise 
livestock. 
Some of the big piles of logs, 
many of which were more or less 
green, would smoulder for days, 
casting smoke into the air which, 
during still days and night, hung 
like a pall over the entire com­ 
munity, and joined smoke from 
clearings throughout, the state un­ 
til a vast area was covered with 
the “ smoke of progress” that even 
spread to the East Coast. 
In this way most of the resi­ 
dents in the eastern part of the 
nation, were' aware that the “new 
land” was being developed and 
that the wave of civilization was 
advancing westward as a great 
nation was being carved out of 
the wilderness.

STICKING TYPE” 
Before the advent of the Lino­ 
type machine and other typeset­ 
ting equipment, it was necessary 
to set every letter by hand, with 
a “lead” between each line of type. 
Typesetting by hand was not 
only tiresome work, but required 
great skill, as it was necessary to 
know the “case” so that there was 
no delay in reaching into one of 
the large number of compartments 
for the proper letter, comma, pe­ 
riod, numeral or other piece of 
type desired. 
The capital (upper case) or regu­ 
lar letters (lower case) were nat­ 
urally in separate compartments, 
with the capital letters in the top 
compartments and regular letters 
in the lower compartments. Hence 
the designation “upper case” and 
“lower case” still used in print 
shops and newspaper plants 
Miss Belle W’ebb, 403 W. Circle 
Ave. was formerly one of the most 
expert 
hand-typesetters 
in 
the 
city. She worked at the job for 10 
years, and intermingled typeset­ 
ting with writing, bookwork, and 
even collecting, as well as other 
jobs about the plant. 
She was employed at the old Cy­ 
clone Republican plant which wras 
located on the second floor of the 
building now occupied by the Main 
Restaurant, at Market and Main 
Sts. 
That was when Joe Gest (also 
former postmaster) George Hitch­ 
cock, W. R. Dalbey and Thomas W. 
Marchant were in charge of the 
“ Cyclone” . 
Miss Webb, who later operated, 
the Sunny side Dairy for 30 years, 
could set three galleys (columns) 
of “straight m atter” or solid read­ 
ing matter, a day. That was fast 
“type sticking". 
This meant that she handled 
about 12,000 pieces of type and 
sp>ace slugs, and over 400 “leads” 
to place between the lines, each 
day. 
'Setting three columns of straight 


matter was considered a real feat 
for anyone engaged in tupesetting. 
Her brother, Jesse Webb,, who 
died many years ago, also was an 
expert typesetter and 
knew' 
the 
printing business thoroughly. 
He 
worked at the Cyclone plant at the 
same time Miss Webb did 
Typesetters invariably sat upon 
a high stool before the ‘case” or 
large shallow box with its 100 com­ 
partments for letters, figures, spac­ 


es, etc. and used a “ stick” which 
was held in the left hand and could 
be adjusted to the width desired. 
Each piece of type was notch­ 
ed on the lower side so the typeset­ 
ter could tell by the “feel” that 
the letter was being placed in the 
“ stick” right-side up. 
Incidentally the line was set, up­ 
side down and a type-setter could 
read the type upside down as well 
as reading the print itself.

back at this character, telling him t h a t 
if he doesn't like it over here, he can go 
back to decadent England w i t h its silly 
adherence to antiquated royal forms, etc. 
Or one c o u l d dismiss h i m light 1 y 
b e c a u s e of the known left - wing —or 
worse—nature of the publication in which 
the article appeared. 
There is much in American li f e that 
is sordid, but less than there is in British 
life. There is also much t h a t is worth­ 
while and beautiful. A m e r i c a n s are 
frank about many personnal affairs, b u t 
they also are more open in their dealings 
with others. 
There are two sides to the coin. And it 
is suggested to Britons that if they plan to 
move to this country they do it in a spirit 
of adventure. 


If they come to the United States in the 
hope of finding what they left «|t home— 
why come? What America is might be the 
very reason they are leaving E n g l a n d 
and just what they are seeking. 


A former Briton who now lives in t h e 
United States has t a k e n a roundhouse 
swung at Americans in an article he wrote 
for a l o n d o n newspaper, T h e People 
(circulation 4,500',000). 
The article was designed as advice to 
Britons hoping to emigrate to t h e U. S. 
to escape the hopelessness of E n g l i s h 
life. It pointed to what its authors consid­ 
ers some of the “problems" of American 
life. 
He said that much of American life is 
controlled by “grafters and gangster ele­ 
ments;" that the United States is a land of 
bribery, “sickening frankness” about sex 
and psychiatrists; that money is the mea­ 
sure of everything and “anything goes in 
the dollar chase." 
A l o n g with other tart comme n t s he 
tossed in a few posies— saying t h a t 
Americans are fabulously generous ( t h e 
British ought to know) and “refreshing" 
in their willingness to experim e n t with 
something new. 
T h e initial reaction would be to blast

Home Care for Case 
Of Whooping Cough 
Diet and Health 
He Doth Protest Too Much

Whooping c o u g h still is a se­ 
rious threat to young children 
despite the fact that we have a 
vaccine which provides immun­ 
ity. All parents, unfortunately, 
don’t see that their children get 
this protection. 
Be suspicious of any c o u g h 
that keeps getting worse for two 
weeks or so. If it’s w h o o ping 
cough, your doctor is the one to 
treat it. 


General Rules 
While the m atter of medical 
care is up the 
the 
physician, 
there are some general rules for 
you parents to follow in order 
to help your youngster in every 
way possible. 
Unless the doctor advises it, 
you don’t have to keep the pa­ 
tient in bed. Although plenty of 
rest is essential, so is a good 
deal of fresh air. 
Dress the tot according to the 
weather and let him. play out­ 
doors—with your doctor’s approv­ 
al, of course. Make sure the pa­ 
tient keeps away from other chil 
dren. 
If the weather prevents outside 
play, open at least one window in 
his room at both top and the bot­ 
tom and let him play. 
The bedroom should have plen­ 
ty of fresh air at night, too. But 
make sure there is no draft and 
warm the bed before the young 


patient creepy beneath the cov­ 
ers. 
The more fresh air a youngster 
with whooping cough gets, the 
better off he probably will be. 


Another Meal 
Sometimes a spell of coughing 
will cause the youngster to vom­ 
it. If this occurs, give him anoth­ 
er meal right away since severe 
coughing generally is followed by 
a period of relative quiet. 
A sick child, you see, needs 
food to keep up his strength. So, 
everytime he loses a meal, be 
sure he gets another quickly. 


.QUESTION AND ANSWER 
M. A. A.: My wife has had an 
arrested case of tuberculosis for 
more than a year Am I in any 
danger of contracting it? 
Answer: If your wife has a 
non infectious type of tuberculos­ 
is, it is not likely that you would 
contract the disease from her. 
However, periodic tests of her 
sputum, are advisable to deter­ 
mine whether or not the infec­ 
tion has become active again. 


Methinks L e s t e r Pearson of 
Canada doth protest too much. 
He has burgeoned the suicide of 
Herbert Norman, sad as it is. in­ 
to a 
political issue, not 
only 
domestically in Canada but inter­ 
nationally b e t w e e n the United 
States and Canada. 
Cut away the diplomatic drip­ 
pings of his demands and they 
come down to the proposition that 
no congressional committee shall 
ever investigate a Canadian even 
though what is being investigated 
is an American matter. 
Does that mean that no con­ 
gressional committee is even to 
study the 
Canadian newsprint 
cartel which is causing so much 
havoc to the free press of this 
country? Does that mean that no 
congressional committee i s ever 
to investigate the effect upon the 
United States economy of the 
Canadian whiskey cartel which 
does 90 per cent of its business 
within the United States? 
Does Pearson wish that no in­ 
vestigation be made of Canadian 
fraudulent stocks sold over the 
counter in the United States and 
costing the American public, it 
has been estimated, about one 
million dollars a day? 
Lester Pearson must know that 
years ago when Elizabeth Bent­ 
ley was testifying about her own 
communist activities, she, in ex­ 
ecutive session, m e n tio n e d a 
Canadian. That 
testimony 
has 
been suppressed for all t h e s e 
years. 
I am not saying that I know 
what was in this testimony taken 
in executive session before a con­ 
gressional committee because no 
one is supposed to know what 
happens behind t h o s e closed 
doors. But surely no one will deny 
that there was such testimony by 
Elizabeth Bentley. 
But now that Lester Pearson is 
risking the normally g o o d rela­ 
tions between Canada and the 


United States over the suicide of 
Herbert Norman, would it not be 
of value to make public every 
thing there is on the subject so 
that whatever is false may be de­ 
nied? 
It would also be interesting if a 
Senate committee m i g h t bring 
back to the United States out am­ 
bassador to Portugal, James Bon- 
bright, to ask him under oath 
what he did with the copy of the 
Bentley testimony which he was 
instructed to give to the Prime 
Minister of Canada, who, I un- ‘ 
derstand, never received it. 
There is no v a x u e in two 
countries hating each other be­ 
cause someone lied or made a 
mistake, there is enough trouble 
in this world without stirring up 
more for 'personal or political rea­ 
sons. Lester Pearson -ays that he 
knew Herbert Norman had ‘‘in 
his student days” associated with 
the communists. He says that he 
investigated and cleared Norman 
in 1951. 
Where is the record of such an 
investigation and such a clear­ 
ance? As much of Herbert Nor­ 
man’s personal and political act­ 
ivities were in the United States 
and in Japan in association with 
Americans, It would have been, of 
value for our people to know, as 
far back as 1951, that Norman 
had been investigated and cleared 
b. his own government in some 
formal manner. 
But what would be interesting 
would be to know' if the Canadian 
Mounties have a copy of Eliza­ 
beth Bentley’s testimony_ made 
in executive session, and whether 
they have any corroborative data 
concerning it or, having checked, 
they found. Miss Bentley’s testi­ 
mony untrue. 
It is always sad when a man 
commits suicide. It is somehow 
even sadder when a man of talent 
and promise and high position 
finds that he has no hope left and 
he jumps off a roof. 
There are easier ways of com­ 
mitting suicide. Herbert Norman 
was making a public demonstra­ 
tion. It could not be over the 
fact that he had dined with John 
K. Emmerson in Beirut, which is 
the only pertinent testimony be­ 
fore the Eastland committee. It 
was too great a deed over too 
small a fact. 
Herbert. Norman was making a 
public demonstration over some­ 
thing enormous, something that 
really needs looking into. What it 
is, the public does not know. It 
could have been many things, one 
of them, that the ghosts of his 
“ student days” 
were pressing 
him against a wall and threaten­ 
ing him in a manner used only by 
gangsters and communists. 
But why speculate? Why not 
ask how it was Americans and 
Canadians who were suspected of 
playing into Soviet Russia’s hands 


in the Far East between 1945 
and 1951, were, in 1956, in high 
posts in the Middle East, which 
at the moment, Soviet Russia was 
subjecting to its imperial will? 
The investigation of that curi­ 
osity ought not to stoj£

Developed by 
COLUMBUS — Home gardeners tional Pickling, Ohio MR 17, Pack- 
have the choice af hundreds of dif­ 
ferent vegetable varieties for plant­ 
ing in Ohio, says E .C. Wittneyer, 
Ohio State University exte n s i o n 
horticulturist. 
Many of these are strains of 
varieties that have been available 
for a long time, but individual seed 
companies have made their spec­ 
ial selections.• 
Past experience is important in 
selecting varieties, Wittmeyer ex­ 
plains, especially if gardener has 
been trying different varieties and 
hybrids for several years. Environ­ 
mental and soil conditions in dif­ 
ferent areas affect the way a cer­ 
tain variety performs in different 
parts of state. 
The gardener also should con­ 
sider the intended use when choos­ 
ing varieties. Some varieties are 
more suitable for freezing than 
others. Many varieties that are 
suitable for use in fresh form also 
are suitable for canning but may 
be unsuitable for freezing accord­ 
ing to the horticulturist. 
Ohio county agents have lists con­ 
taining names of many vegetable 
varieties for the home garden.

Mulching Gives 
Big Boost to 
Orchard Yields 


WOOSTER: Conserving moisture 
in the orchard will help growers 
get higher yields and bigger fruits. 
Reason is that most fresh ripe 
fruit contains about 85 per cent 
water. 
Mulching provides best meth­ 
od of insuring an adequate sup­ 
ply of moisture. Irrigation may 
be used where there is a ready 
source of water, but most Ohio 
orchards lack a supply in suffi­ 
cient quantity. 
Tests at the Ohio Experiment 
station show that mulch should be 
applied early in the year to be 
most effective, according to C. W. 
Ellenwood, horticulturist. 
Two or 300 pounds of straw­ 
like material for each mature tree 
with a spread of 20-25 feet will be 
enough to start. "o maintain the 
mulch add IOO pounds every year.

Plant Breeders 


WOOSTER — A new mosa i c- 
tolerant slicer type cucumber has 
been developed by plant breeders 
at the Ohio Agricultural Expert 
ment Station. 
, 
Known as Ohio MR 200, the cu­ 
cumber has a good green color 
and a blunt end 
shape which 
makes it ideal for slicing. I t s 
outstanding feature is its ability 
to maintain normal vine growth 
and fruit appearance where cu­ 
cumber mosaic is present. 
Mosaic is a virus disease t h a t 
stunts vines and distorts fruit. It 
has been one of the greatest haz­ 
ards in Ohio cucumber production 
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less, but all too often they m a y 
indicate the early stage of a costly 
disease, atrophic rhinitis, according 
to a warning today from the Amer­ 
ican Foundation for Animal Health. 
This disease has been a wide­ 
spread problem in the Unit e d 
States since 1944, and has spread 
quite rapidly despite rep e a t e d 
warnings from veterinary medi­ 
cal authorities. It is marked by 
a wasting away of the bones in­ 
side the nasal passages. 
The productivity of sows with this 
disease does not seem to be affect­ 
ed, but there is a slowdown in the 
growth rate of affected pigs after 
weaning. It does not kill many of 
the affected animals; in fact, there 
may be no outward in d ic a tio n s 
t h a t the animals are diseased. 
In some cases, however, the pigs 
may show a peculiar dished 
in 
face, or crooked noses, and signs 
of this nature call for prompt di­ 
agnosis by a veterinarian to make 
sure whether rhinitis has actually 
attacked the herd. 
• • • 
ONCE A HERD has b e c o m e 
infected with this disease it appar­ 
ently never clears up natura 11 y, 
even though the number of pigs 
affected seems to vary great I y 
from one year to the next. 
Eliminating the disease calls for 
drastic action, according to t h e 
Foundation. Badly infected herds 
should be disposed of and t h e 
premises 
kept 
vacant for 
s i x 
months. During this time the quar 
ters s h o u l d be subject e d to a 
thorough cleaning and then t h e 
producer may re-enter the swi n e 
business with reasonable safe t y, 
obtaining animals from disea s e- 
free herds.

Rear Lighting 
Urged for 
Farm Machines 


Farm ers driving or towing equip­ 
ment on the highway after dark 
should be sure it 
is 
adequately 
lighted at the rear, advises W. E. 
Stuckey, Ohio State University ex­ 
tension safety specialist. 
Stuckey urges farm ers to equip 
their farm machines with reflec­ 
tive tape in addition to the reg­ 
ular lighting provided by equip­ 
ment manufacturers. The reflec­ 
tive tape is not a substitute for 
a red light, S tocky paints out. 
State law requires equipment to 
have a red light on the rear that 
can be seen SOO feet. 
Many serious and sometimes fa- 


(OOPERATING in the breeding 
program with the Ohio station was 
the IL J. Heinz Co. at Bowl i n g 
Green, Ohio. 
Previously the Ohio station had 
introduced two pickling type cu­ 
cumbers known as Ohio Mr-7 and 
MR-25, also mosaic-resistant. In­ 
troducing this quality into a slicing 
cucumber has been much more dif­ 
ficult, states J. D. Wilson, plant 
pathologist. 
The new cucumber was develop­ 
ed after several years of crossing 
such old time varieties as Chi­ 
nese Ixmg, Tokyo I/mg G r e e n , 
White Spine, Straight Eight and 
many others. 
In comparative tests with two of 
the most popular slicer varieties— 
Burpee Hybrid and 
Marketer — 
Ohio MR-200 was much more re­ 
sistant to mosaic than M ark eter 
and slightly more so than Burpee 
Hybrid. Wilson conducted t h e s e 
tests last year at Bowling Green 
and Wooster. 
• • • 
OHIO MR-200 is slightly earlier 
than Marketer, although it will not 
yield quite as well in the absence 
of mosaic. It yields better t h a n 
m arketer if mosaic is present. 
Color is better than Burpee Hy­ 
brid; its ideal slicing shape is eq­ 
ual to either of the other varieties. 
Wilson recommends Ohio MR-200 
wherever mosaic commonly oc­ 
curs. Seed is not generally avail­ 
able this year, but should be in 
plentiful supply for 1958.

Springtime, with its fresh, clean 
air, is now quite different from 
the early days in Fayette County 
when nearly every farm er was en­ 
gaged in clearing more and more 
land, 
extending the little patch 
about his primitive log cabin to 
the depths of the surrounding for­ 
est. 
Springtime 
was 
usually 
the 
time when the accumulated tree 
trunks and branches, from the 
winter’s work, were disposed of 
by burning, and as a result the 
atmosphere for weeks would be 
filled with blue, acrid smoke. 
Not only was the brush and the 
limbs of trees burned but entire 
tree trunks, whether the trees were 
walnut, hickory, massive oak, ash, 
cherry or any other kind—all went 
into the great log heaps and were 
destroyed to clear the ground. 
In many instances neighbors got 
together for 
“log 
rollings”, 
in 
which horses, men. chains and 
canthooks were used to roll the logs 
together so they could be burned. 
In this way countless millions of 
feet of choice 
hardwood 
timber 
was burned because at that time 
it was regarded as worthless, and 
all the new land owners thought of 
was clear the ground so they could 
grow corn and wheat and raise 
livestock. 
Some of the big piles of logs, 
many of which were more or less 
green, would smoulder for days, 
casting smoke into the air which, 
during still days and night, hung 
like a pall over the entire com­ 
munity, and joined smoke from 
clearings throughout the state un­ 
til a vast area was covered with 
the “ smoke of progress” that even 
spread to the East Coast. 
In this way most of the resi- 
dents in the eastern part of the 
nation were aware that the “new 
land” was being developed and 
that the wave of civilization was 
advancing westward as a great 
nation was being carved out of 
the wilderness.

QUICK GROWTH MADE 
Not in recent years has wheat, 
grass 
and 
vegetation 
generally,

adherence to antiquated royal forms, etc. 


Or one c o u l d dism iss h i rn light I y 
b e c a u s e of the known left - wing —o r 
worse— nature of the publication in which 
the article appeared. 


There is much in American Ii f e that 
is sordid, but less than there is in British 
life. There is also much t h a t is worth­ 
while and beautiful. A m e r i c a n s are 
frank about many personnal affairs, b u t 
they also are more open in their dealings 
with others. 


There are two sides to the coin. And it 
is suggested to Britons that if they plan to 
move to this country they do it in a spirit 
of adventure.

SIGN OF SPRING FEVER AT ZOO 


COLUMBUS. Ohio un—The busi­ 
ness level in Ohio is down slightly 
from what it was a year ago at 
this time. But businessmen re­ 
main optimistic about the future 
and look for a 
new period of 
growth in the autumn. 
That is the consensus of a re­ 
cent Associated Press survey of 
the business situation in key areas 
of Ohio. 
Some businessmen and econo­ 
mists consider the situation a re­ 
cession. others call it a "leveling 
off." No one fears a depression, 
but there is still some worry about 
inflation, as costs—especially of 
raw materials and labor—continue 
to inch upward 
Softest spots in the economy ap­ 
pear to be in home building and 
retail sales. Sales of major appli­ 
ances 
have 
taken 
the 
steepest 
tumble. 
Retailers say their profit m ar­ 
gin is down as the result of a 
price squeeze. Wholesale and serv­ 
ice costs are up but prices gen­ 
erally have held steady because 
of a fiercely competitive situation 
in most market areas. 
Over all employment and the av­ 
erage 
weekly 
w a g e 
are 
up, 
although the average number of 
hours worked per week is down, 
due to curtailment of overtime 
and a four-day week in a few in­ 
dustries. 
Most bankers are sympathetic 
with the government’s "tight mon­ 
ey” (stricter credit control) policy 
as a guard against inflation Pres­ 
sure on the supply of credit Is 
still high although not building up 
at the rate of a year ago. Gen­ 
erally, the .emand for funds ex­ 
ceeds the supply and bankers are 
inclined to be “ selective’’ in plac­ 
ing their funds. 
Some m anufacturers have de­ 
ferred building plans because of 
high construction costs hut most 
are going ahead with expansion 
schedules. And new development 
programs are coming along at a 
rate that more than makes up for 
the deferment*. Inventories, how­ 
ever. are not being expanded but 
few manufacturers admit they are 
overexpanded or are overproduc­ 
ing Layoffs have been few. 
The farm picture is spotty with 
some producers, such as grain 
and cattle farm ers, reporting in­ 
creased prices for their produce, 
while others such as poultry and 
dairy farm ers, are reporting de­ 
cided drops in income. 
But probably the most signifi­ 
cant thing about the Ohio econo­ 
my at the end of the first quar­ 
ter of 1957 is the faith shown by 
Ohioans that, despite occasional 
rough spots and setbacks, things 
are going to get better. 
Here is how the situation looks 
in m ajor economic areas as com­ 
pared with last year: 
Construction: 
Home building has declined, pri­ 
marily due to the fact that the 
low birth rate of the depression 
era Is showing up in decreased 
demands foi new homes. In the 
Cleveland area, there were 1,400 
residential 
building 
permits 
is­ 
sued for the first quarter of 1957 
as compared with 2.451 a year 


ago. In the Toledo area the num­ 
ber of permits for the first quar­ 
ter was off 38 per cent as com­ 
pared with last year. Home build­ 
ing in Columbus, Cincinnati and 
other areas of the central and 
southern portions of the state was 
also off, but not to the extent of 
northern areas of the state. 
The heavy construction picture 
is generally good. Road building 
is booming. Utilities are expand 
ing. School building in all areas is 
either holding its own or up slight­ 
ly. Hospitals, churches, offices and 
stores, however, are off slightly 
but not enough to complain about, 
contractors say. ) 
The outlook for both homebuild­ 
ing and heavy construction is good, 
with most contractors anticipating 
that the homebuilding rate will ap­ 
proach last year’s by the time au­ 
tumn arrives. 
Prices: 
Retail prices went up 4 per cent 
in the Cleveland area for the big­ 
gest rise of any metropolitan *r**- 
In 
Columbus, 
prices 
generally 
were holding steady due to the 
competitive situation. In Cincin­ 
nati, both wholesale 
and 
retail 
prices were up somewhat. Whole­ 
sale prices generally are increas­ 
ing faster than retail prices, catch­ 
ing 
r e t a i l e r s 
ta 
J 
b a d 
squeeze. This. coupled with higher 
operating costs and lower sales 
volumes, was causing many re­ 
tailers to complain of big cuts in 
their profit margin. 
Sales: 
New and used car sales are off 
somewhat. In Columbus, the first 
quarter sales of new and used 
autos slipped almost 3 per cent. 
In Cincinnati, credit auto sales 
were off 4 per cent. Similar drops 
were reported elsewhere. 
Retail sales were down 2 per 
cent in the Cleveland area. De­ 
partm ent store sales there tum­ 
bled 9 per cent. Columbus and Cin­ 
cinnati were down slightly in re­ 
tail sales but most storekeepers 
blamed th** dip on the bad weath­ 
er and a late Easter.

THE LANDSCAPING on the east 
side of the drive leading to Temple 
St., is being cut to pieces by autos

The umbrella sheds exte n d e d 
along the north and west side of 
the property for some distance, as 
the station was formerly used by 
the B&O, DT&I AND CH&D rail­ 
roads.

Cutbacks in Capital 
Spending Heard Less 
Am ong Businessmen

NEW YORK UP—American busi­ 
ness is betting on a steadily ex­ 
panding economy in the next four 
years—ignoring 
any 
short 
term 
bobbles along the way. 
The bets already planned total 
35 to 40 billion dollars a year— 
and are expected to go higher. 
Talk 
of 
cutbacks 
in 
capital 
spending is petering out. industry 
now expects to spend 12 per cent 
more this year than last for new 
plants 
and 
'equipment. 
This 
is 
more than businessmen had first 
scheduled 
when 
questioned 
last 
fall. 


Business plans to spend sharply 
more on research and new prod­ 
ucts. And there is a shift in em ­ 
phasis from building more plants 
to spending more for moderniza­ 
tion.. 
These findings are shown today 
in 
the 
annual 
survey 
made 
in 
March and April by the McGraw- 
Hill Publishing Co.’s department 
of economics. 
Covering companies hiring over 
40 per cent of all industrial em ­ 
ployes in the nation, this survey 
puts this year’s spending plans at 
almost 
41 
billion 
dollars. 
This 
would be 3Vi billion dollars higher 
than spending plans tabulated in 
a survey in January and February 
by the Department of Commerce 
and the Securities and Exchange 
Commission, which had spending 
would be up 6 W per cent over 
1956. 


The 
McGraw-Hill 
survey 
went 
further than the government one 
and looked into preliminary plans 
for 1958, 1959 and 1960. Already 
business is earm arking about as 
much for each of these three years 
as it spent in 1956, which the sur­ 
vey puts at 36V4 billion (also a 
higher 
figure 
than 
the 
govern­ 
ment’s). The private economists 
predict that these future plans will 
be further expanded as the years 
roll around. 


Increase stress on research and 
new products in this highly com­ 
petitive era shows up in business 
plans to boost research spending 
20 per cent this year and to con­ 
tinue stepping it up through 1960. 
By that time manufacturers ex­ 
pect at least 10 per cent of their 
total sales to be in products not 
being made in 1956. 
One third of the reporting man­ 
ufacturers plan capital 
expendi­ 
tures this year to bring out new 
products. Research and develop­ 
ment programs call for 7 per cent

Sen. Lausche Carries Labels 
Of Liberal and Conservative 


WASHINGTON <!)-In his brief 
stay in the Senate, Frank J. Lau­ 
sche has been called a “conserva­ 
tive 
Democrat” 
and 
has 
been 
praised by a "‘liberal D em ocrat.” 
The “ conservative” 
label was 
applied the other day by Audrey 
Henrickson, an ex-Lausche stenog­ 
rapher who found Lausche’s of­ 
fice atmosphere foreign to her own 
“liberal” views. 
The praise cam e from Paul H. 
Douglas, an Illinois Democrat fre­ 
quently associated with the Sen­ 
ate’s liberal wing. 
But Lausche refuses to be pig­ 
eonholed. His own view he says, 
is that he is a “liberal” in the 
best sense, if you •'ccept his defi­ 
nition of the term. 
Briefly stated, he told a reporter 
he defines the word as meaning 
one who is for all th° people and 
against helping one group in so­ 
ciety at the expense of the others. 
Summing up, then, 
how does 
Lausche put his own views into 
action where it counts most, on the 
Senate floor? 
His answer to that was this: 
“ I will vote for those individual 
measures as I see fit, regardless 
of who is for or against them. 
“If I think (John W.) Bricker 
is right, I’ll go along with him. 
If I think Douglas is right, I’ll go 
along with him. 
“But I won’t be categorized as 
an ultra-liberal or an ultra-con­ 
servative.” 
Actually, Bricker and Lausche 
have divided on several issues. 
A few weeks ago, for example, 
Lausche voted with such liberal

Work of tearing away the “ um­ 
brella sheds” and the porteeochere 
over the east entrance of the form­ 
er Union Passenger Statu* he r e , 
has been completed. 
When the last passenger trains 
over the B&O were removed on 
July 23 of last year that was finis 
for the union station, and officials 
started making plans to eliminate 
the passenger accommodations a- 
bout the place. The umbrelli sheds 
were first to fall, and other changes 
are following. 
One of the two water tanks has 
been removed, and even I h e 
shrubbery about the grass plot 
ea.it of the station has been grub­ 
bed out. 
The large room in the center of 
the building, formerly used as a 
passenger waiting room, remains 
unchanged, except that part of the 
aeats have been removed. 
• • • 


THE LANDSCAPING on the east 
side of the drive leading to Temple 
St., is being cut to pieces by autos 
and other vehicles parking on it, 
and the one-time neat, attrrcti v e 
i ppearance of th** 
.station 
sur­ 
roundings has been marred. 
The umbrella sheds exte n d e d 
along the north and west side of 
the property for some distance, as 
the station was formerly used by 
tile BAO, DT&I AND CHAD rail­ 
roads. The longest shed was along 
the BAO platform. 
Sooner or later the passenger 
waiting room will be convected 
bito offices or other rooms. 
The structure was started in the 
fall of 1915 and finished in August 
the following year. 
Inroads into 
passenger business by buses was 
not then foreseen. 
The station was built over what 
was formerly Paint St., which con­ 
nected with Water St., immediately 
below the BAO crossing of t h e 
other two railroads.

THE UNION STATION, as it was 


called, took the place of the old I 
fr>,me BAO station “ a muddy red” 
colored structure— on the 
o r t h ! 
side of the tracks, almost north of 
the present station; the I).T AI. 
station two blocks southward, and 
the old “ Burnt Wood” station of 
the CHAD on the west side of S. 
Fayette St., and north side of the 
CHAD tracks. 
The story back of the building 
of the Union Station, 
is that 
heavy pressure was exerted on 
the BAO officials to get the sta­ 
tion built.

AS I RECA LL the circumstances, 
the local “ Business Men’s Club,” 
headed by William Worthington, 
banker and farmer, desired better j 
passenger facilities here, and urg-j 
ed the building of a Union Station. j 
Officials of the BAO were luke-1 
warm to the proposal for financial 
reasons, and finally turned Uturns 
down on the project. 
A meeting of businessmen was 
beld, and stronger representa­ 
tions were made to the railroad. 
The Rev. William Boynton Gage 
pastor of the First Presbyter in n 
Church, who. with Mrs. Gage met j 
death at a railroad crossing while 
on a western trip, 
a few years 
later, was an active leader in the 
movement. 
Then came an agreement to build 
the Union Station.

THE CITY, as I recall, g a v e 
part of the location for the pur­ 
pose, and that part of Paint St. 
was abandoned. 
The old frame, brick - colored 
passenger station on the n o r t h 
side of the tracks, with w a i t i n g ! 
rooms at the ends and ticket and i 
telegraph office in the center, was 
torn away when the new station 
was ready. 
The three railroads used th e 
Union Station jointly until regular - 
passenger trains were withdrawn 1 
I urn the other roads. Then it was 


used by the BAO exclusively until 
the last passenger trains were run 
last July, ending 104 years of this 
type of rail service for Washington 
C. H.

Labeled Cinch 


Cutbacks in Capital 
Spending Heard Less 
Among Businessmen

NEW YORK ifi—American busi­ 
ness is betting on a steadily ex­ 
panding economy in the next four 
years—ignoring 
any 
short 
term 
bobbles along the way. 
The bets already planned total 
35 to 40 belion dollars a year— 
and are exoected to go higher. 
Talk 
of 
cutbacks 
in 
capital 
spending is petering out. Industry 
now expects to spend 12 per cent 
more this year than last for new 
plants 
and 
equipment. 
This 
is 
more than businessmen had first 
scheduled 
when 
questioned 
last 
fall. 


Business plans to spend sharply 
more on research and new prod 
ucts. And there is a shift in em­ 
phasis from building more plants 
to spending more for moderniza­ 
tion. 


These findings are shown today 
in the annual survey made in 
March and April by the McGraw- 
Hill Publishing Co.’s department 
of economics. 
Covering companies hiring over 
40 per cent of all industrial em­ 
ployes in the nation, this survey 
puts this year’s spending plans at 
almost 
41 
billion 
dollars. 
This 
would be 3V4 billion dollars higher 
than spending plans tabulated in 
a survey in January and February 
by the Department of Commerce 
and the Securities and Exchange 
Commission, which had spending 
would be up 6 W per cent over 
1956. 


The McGraw-Hill survey went 
further than the government one 
and looked into preliminary plans 
for 1958, 1959 and 1960. Already 
business is earmarking about as 
much for each of these three years 
as it spent in 1956, which the sur­ 
vey puts at 36'A billion (also a 
higher figure than the govern­ 
ment's). The private economists 
predict that these future plans will 
be further expanded as the years 
roll arm nd. 


Increase stress on research and 
new products in this highly com­ 
petitive era shows up in business 
plans to boost research spending 
20 per cent this year and to con­ 
tinue stepping it up through 1960. 
By that time manufacturers ex­ 
pect at least IO per cent of their 
total sales to be in products not 
being made in 1956. 
One third of the reporting man­ 
ufacturers plan capital 
expendi­ 
tures this year to bring out new 
products. Research and develop­ 
ment programs call for 7 per cent 
more scientists and engineer this 
year. and an ditional 15 per cent 
by I960.
